In the Seat of the Scornful 


tt honor to John D. Rockefeller, Jr., for his 
A vigorous effort to eject Robert W. Stewart 

from the chairmanship of the Standard Oil of 
Indiana. This man Stewart was mixed up in the 
Continental deal, of noisome memory. While the 
Senate investigation was on, he exiled himself from 
his native soil. On Mr. Rocke feller’s insistence he 
came back to testify. When he refused to answer 
certain questions he was charged with contempt, but 
was acquitted. Then he was tried for perjury and 
got off on a technicality. It seemed that at the 
meeting where the alleged perjury occurred there was 
not present a “bodily quorum” of Senators. As Sen- 
ator Norris said at the time, “Such decisions have 
made our jurisprudence the laughing stock of the 
civilized world.” 

Eight months ago Mr. Rockefeller asked for Colonel 
Stewart’s resignation from the board of his com- 
pany. Although it had been promised it was not 
forthcoming. Now Mr. Rockefeller has asked his 
fellow-stockholders to send him their proxies to be 
used in opposing the re-election of Stewart at the 
meeting next month. Stewart puts up a fight and 
says, “They indicted me for contempt because | 
would not answer some questions; then they turned 
around and indicted me for perjury for the ques- 
tions I did answer.” His attitude is the familiar 
one of the old-time business man who chooses to be 
a law unto himself, holds every authority in deri 
sion and sits tight in the seat of the scornful. 

This is more than a private test of strength. The 
public is deeply concerned, or ought to be. There 
have now been six cases growing out of the oil scan 
dals. The government has won only two of these 
and has lost four. For years to come the slime will 
deface the structure of our public affairs, political 
and commercial, and will make slippery the path of 
every man in the oil industry. To their shame, few 
of those men have dared or cared to line up with 
Mr. Rockefeller on the side of industrial integrity. 


Are Stadia Obsolescent ? 


B": Bincuam warns Harvard men that they may 

get only one ticket apiece for the next Yale 
football game, because President Lowell won’t con- 
sent to having a bigger stadium. Some annoyed 
alumni grumble that Lowell is blind to the march 
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of progress. Quite possibly he is, on the contrary, 
far-seeing. A Boston correspondent points out that 
John R. Tunis in his recent book, “$port%,” says 
that undergraduate interest in football is waning, 
and that the time may be coming when some of these 
great stadia will be pretty hard to fill. 

In this connection a letter recently sent to the 
Nation by a British collegian is in point: “I should 
like,” he says, “to describe the English attitude 
toward sport in school and college. ‘There are no 
rallies, no cheer-parties or praygrs for victory. One 
small notice on the board apprises the school or 
college of a forthcoming match—rugger, soccer or 
cricket, as the case may be. Everybody determines 
to turn out and cheer; and of course we do cheer, 
bet not necessarily our own side, unless it deserves 
it. And whether we win or lose, we are best satisfied 
when the game itself has been a good one.” 

That is the sort of thing we used to make fun of. 
Today there may actually be in America a swing 
toward that saner attitude, not among the old grads, 
or a public inflamed by ballyhoo, but among the un 
dergraduates themselves. Thus the retiring cap- 
tain of the Missouri team says, as the star George 
Owen said a few years ago, that he is glad to be 
through with football as played in college today. 
Tennis, squash, golf and other individual games are 
cutting heavily into organized exhibitionism. We 
should never lose the constructive discipline of team 
play, but we can well spare the great intercollegiate 
spectacles which are only a riotous holiday for the 
paying customers, who sit too far away to see the 
fine points of the game, just high finance for the 
athletic association, just an exercise in hero-worship 
for the press and the radio announcer, and no fun 
at all for the few puppets down on the field.

Its observation is 
largely grease-paint and it is written so crudely that 
characters mosey in and out when it would actually 
be thought by the audience that, at the moment, they 
were miles away from the scene of action. 

When I saw the play performed across the river 
before it came into New York, the juvenility of An 
derson’s writing on this occasion assailed my ear 
with something of a shock. Surely the fellow has 
proved that he knows how to write, and how to write 
convincingly and with fine force. But here evidences 
of the previous Anderson are seldom in sight. I give 
an example. Desiring to suggest that his central 
young woman character, an erstwhile minor stock 
company actress, is not a dumb-bell but a bright baby, 
he puts into her mouth phrases like “delayed ado- 
lescence merged with Weltschmerz.” Actually! 

The play doesn’t ring true; its purely theatrical 


tinkle is constantly apparent. Claiborne Foster has 
the leading role and is excellent. Mary Young and 
Wallace Ford do pretty well in subsidiary rdles. 


“Ts Marriage Ben,’ a dramatization of Ernest 

Pascal’s novel by Dr. Pascal himself, is another 
of those exhibits that goes assiduously after the un 
sophisticated startle with various animadversions on 
sex and matrimony. ‘These animadversions, as is. the 
custom in such cases, strain themselves to be smartly 
radical. “What!” exclaims the wife. “Divorce you 
simply because you have had an affair with another 
woman? The very idea! Don't be silly.” Again, 
the father as to his daughter: “It won’t hurt her 
this sex affair with the young Spaniard—if it is really 
love.” And again, the wife to her errant hubby: 
“T think you are a cad to have told me of your affair 
with that woman. If you were a gentleman, you 
would have kept it to yourself and spared me the 
humiliation.” To all of which I have the honor to 
answer: Hoopdedoodle. 

There is, true enough, a superficial effect to such 
stuff when it is spoken by adroit mummers, but one 
can always discern the author breathing hard behind 
them pulling the strings. Once in a while Pascal 
pulls these strings rather deftly and, momentarily, 
the air of the theatre contrives to make what the 
characters say take on an aspect of sincerity, but for 
the most part one has the impression of a stage full 
of actors reciting opinions that the characters they 
are impersonating hardly share. Pascal's attempt 
to be daringly different is easily penetrable. He 
elaborately displays himself at the familiar game of 
being conventionally unconventional.
